In Januvary,1937 a complaint was received bv the Commissioner 
of Fublic Health,S.M.C., to the effect that Janssan ,owing to 
apparent isnorance in dealing with a case of communicable dis- 
ease unnecessarily exposed a number of persons to infection. 
Neither Buijs,nor Janssen nor Tebedeff appear on
